JOINT RESOLUTION 

Proposing an amendmont to thc Constitution of the United 
States relativo to the making of treaties and executivc 
agreements. 

1 Resolved hy the Señale and Ilouse of Representatives 

2 of the United States of America in Gongress assembled (two- 

3 thirds of each Ilouse concurring theréin), That the folio wing 

4 article is proposed as an ameiidment to the Constitution of 

5 the United States, which shaíl be valid to all intents and 
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1 puq)oscs as part of tlic Constitution whcn ratified by tbe 

2 Icffislaturcs of tlii’cc-fourtbs oí tlic scvcral States : 

3 ‘‘Auttc'Lb — 

4 “Section 1. íío treaty or cxcciitivc agreement sliall 

5 be made rcspccting tbe rigbts of citizens of tbe United States 

6 protected by tliis ConstitiUion, or abridging or probibiting 

7 tbe frcc cxercisc tluircof. 

8 “Sec. 2. No a’caty or cxccutivc agreement sball vest 

9 in any internationü organization or in any forcign powcr 

10 anv of tbe legislativo, cxecutive, or judicial powcrs vested 

11 by tbis Constitution in tbe Congress, tbe President, and in 

12 tbe courts of tbe United States, respcctively. 

13 ‘‘Sec. 3. No a’caty or cxecutive agreement sball altor 

14 or abridgo tbe laws of tbe United States or tbe Constitution 

15 or laws of tbe scvcral States uiilcss, and tben only to tbe 

16 extent that, Congress sball so próvido by Act or joint 

17 resolution. 

18 “Seo. 4. Exccutive agreements sball not be made in 

19 lien of trcatics. 

20 “Exceutive agreements sbaU, if not sooner terminated, 

21 expire aiitomatieally onc year after tbe ond of tbe term of 

22 oíTiec for wbicb tbe President making tbe agreement sball 

23 bave been elected, but tbe Congi’ess may, at tbe request 

24 of any President, (xtend for tbe duration of tbe term of sucb 
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1 President the life of any such agreement made or extended 

2 during the next preceding Presidential term. 

3 “The President shall publish all executive agreements 

4 except that those which in his judgment require secrecy 

5 shall he submitted to appropriate committees of the Congress 

6 in lien of publication. 

7 “Seo. 5. Congress shall have power to enforce this 

8 article by appropriate legislation. 

9 “Seo. 6. This article shaU be inoperative unless it shaU 

10 have been ratiñed as an amendment to the Oonstitution by 

11 the legislatures of three-fourths of the several States within 

12 seven years from the date of its submission,”
